A joint conference between the 
Game and Fish Commission and 
the Seafood Commission of Miss., 
took place Wednesday from Pass 
Christian, when both Commissions 
made inspections of oyster reefs 
offshore from the Pass and visit- 
ed the Seafood commission’s new 
control camp near Three Oaks Ba- 
you. 

The conference was called by 
the Seafood Commission, which 
Walter Gex, Jr, heads as chair- 


man, to clarify enforcement laws 
of taking shrimp and oysters from 
areas classifieq as fřesh water 
territories in which violations have 
been taking place. 

Gex said primary violations in- 
volved taking oysters from pol- 
luted area in Back Bay of Bi- 
loxi, and fishing undersized 
shrimp. 

The clarification was requested 
by the Seafood Commission due 
to an earlier jurisdictional agree- 
ment between the joint commis 
sions which mapped the boundar- 
ies of fresh and salt water fish- 
ing along the gulf coast. 

The fresh water boundary runs 
along the coast 100 feet north of 
Highway $0 bridges at Bay St 
Louis, Biloxi Bay and the river at 
Pascagoula, and at the mouth of 
all bayous and bays along the 
Gulf Coast. 

Law enforcement governing salt 
water snecies are vastly differ- 
ent from those procedures gov- 
erning fresh water fishing. We 
do not feel the Game and Fish 
Commission should have the bur- 
den of enforcing these laws due 
to this vast difference,” Gex 
said. 

Director of the State Game 
and Fish Commission, speaking 
for his group agreed they were 
not in a position to enforce laws 
regulating shrimp and oysters. He 
added the Attorney General’s of- 
fice has advised that the commis- 
sion can authorize the Seafood 
Commssion to handle enforcement 
in fringe areas where salt water 
fishing is involved.

Even large‘ trees may suffer 
serious damage when swept by 
fire. If part of the inner bark 
is scorched, that growing part 
t{of the tree dies.

Then, 
too, a fire scar is an open door to 
insects and ‘disease. Progressive 
farmers are learning about the 
damage done by forest fires and 
they are taking steps to keep un 
controlled fire out of their woods. 

Just aa vegdtables must be 
thinned to grow bigger, better 
crops, trees must be thinned for 
maximum growth. When trees 
grow too close together, many will 
die and the rate of growth of the 
entire stand will be slow. 

So it is good business to mark 
crowded stands for thinning. 
When the marked trees have been 
eut the remaining trees will grow 
faster, and an attractive feature 
of timber thinning operations is 
that they can not only pay their 
own way but will yield a profit 
as well, 

Let’s talk for a moment about 
the kinds of trees that should be 
marked for harvest in a timber 
thinning or improvement cutting.

Another type of tree , that should

It is of poor quality itself, but it 
covers a large area of the woods 
and prevents other trees from 
growing straight and wellformed. 

A severely diseased’ tree can 
never bring you a maximum re- 
turn? Its growth will be slow. It 
is a danger to other trees. It should’ 
be harvested to give sound, 
healthy trees a better chance. 

Properly handled, woodlands can 
grow many products year after 

ear. The owner can make many 

arvests from it and, at the same 
time, improve his timber stand. 

Here is something else to re- 
member about your forest har- 
vest. You do not have to harvest 
or sell at a certain time to keep 
from losing your whole crop. 
Trees will keép on growing and 
will become more valuable as they 
grow into larger sizes.
